Contortion As A Hobby 
By Burus Kattenberg 

Thirteen years ago Burns Kattenberg, new assistant 
manager of the Hotel Samuels, decided he'd write an art- 
icle on a subject in which he had always been interested— 
contortionists. Today the article, now a full grown book, 
is fully outlined and one third completed. Mr. Kattenberg 
is probably the greatest living authority on the subject, and 
it occupies almost all of his spare time Being thorough 
by nature and sufficiently acquainted with the subject to 
realize that from personal knowledge, he was illequiped to 
do his article justice, the first thing he did was to write a 
letter to the “Billboard”, urging persons familiar with the 
art to contact him. The letter was published in the issue 
of Dec. 17, 1932 and the fat was in the fire. 

Today Burns has been in direct mail contact with more 

than 350 performers, past and present; has a file with notes 
on 3,150 more; is in steady correspondence with persons 
on nearly every continent and has a fairly large wardrobe 
of some of the strange costumes. His book traces the hist- 
ory of contortion from the days of the Roman Circus to the 
present, discusses the various types of “‘bends”, such as 
back bends, forward bends, “folding” and neck revolving 
and its intimate relation to the arts, song, sculpture, poet- 
ry, fiction and religion. 
His study of the Oriental aspects of the art led him to cor- 
respondence with a Chinese contortionist who traced his 
family’s history back for four generations to provide the 
necessary material, also into correspondence with a wealthy 
South American acrobati:s fancier who supplies him with 
such new information as he receives and pays him for such 
return information as he can supply. It also led him into a 
study of the Yogi religion which involves contortion to a 
high degree
